HOW PEOPLE ARE BENEFITED.

Man-to-Man Betting Too Bimple for Weak
Human Nature.

BOOKMAKERS HERE AND IN ENGLAND

Agcording to the newspapers it is the
habit now-a-days 1o talk about the evolu-
tion of & certain form of belief, or style of
living, It has often occurred to me that a
man need not be very old gin order to re-
member the changes that have been made
in the methods of wagering on races. In
the early days, say 25 or 30 years ago, about
the only form of betting was what is called
the “man to man” style, Many lovers
of the turf who were in the bhabit
of frequenting the old Fashidh course
and the Union course on Long Island
will remember that this method wes
popular on those race tracks. It is
nbout the simplest form of betting there is
known; a man would stand up in his place
and proclaim, “I'll bet $30 on Snowflake,”
or whatever the name of the horse might be.
Apother man would cateh his eye and sy,
“11 go you,” “it's a go,"” or "hkﬂl,” and
the money would be put up in the bands of
some neighbor and the stake was paid over
48 soon ns the race was decided. The trouble
with this style of betting was its very sim-
plicity. I don’t know whether the style of
racetrack audiences deteriorated or whether
the strain was a little too much for weak
h:w_ nnnrednut!ouuin l‘! is ti‘:lltrlllh style
0 i ual Erew oto disiavor.

It was Elﬂell euin;h for two men who
were scquainted to take each other’s word,
as they would frequently do in those mna,
without even putting up the money in the
bands of a third party, but gen there
were too many losses to make this scheme a
FUCCERS.

Then Leonard Jerome introduced
the French mutual pool which had a
ran of about ten e brought over a
number of the machines from and
they were first used at the Jerome Park race
track. This system is 8 modern one, and is
still very popular at the present time, Itis
